Motor bus transportation for pas- 
sengeis and freight is economical- 
ly sound and ‘‘here to stay,” J. II. 
Fitzgerald,of New York city,direc­ 
tor of public relations of the Hast- ] 
c m 
Railroad 
Presidents* co nfer-, 
ence, said in an 
address 
at 
the 
weekly luncheon 
meeting of the 
Rotary club 
at the 
Eagle 
hotel, I 
Monday evening. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, a former presi­ 
dent of 
the 
W estern 
Maryland 
railroad, said an erroneous i m p r e s ­ 
sion has gained circulation to the 
effect that the 
railroads are op­ 
posed to motor bus lines. “ Nothing 
is farther from the truth,” he said, 
“ for the railroads themselves are 
using 
motor 
transport 
service, 
wherever feasible, to supplement 
or extend their present rail facili­ 
ties.” 
Is Huge Fnterprise 
The speaker said the motor bus 
business is rapidly becoming one 
tff the 
country’s 
biggest 
enter - 
1 
prises. “ Motor buses handle more , 
than 
I,OOO,(HH) 
passengers daily 
and the bus companies have gross 
operating revenue of $400,000,000 a 
year," according to Mr. Fitzgerald. 
That the motor bus business has 
hat! its effect on the passenger c ar­ 
rying on the nation’s railroads Mr. 
Fitzgerald w*us 
quick 
to 
admit. , 
“ Up to 1020, the 
number of pas- I 
1 sengers carried by 
the 
railroads | 
increased steadily each year, but 
since then there has beeen a con­ 
stant decline,” he said. 
According 
to the 
speaker, the 
railroads have been quick to per­ 
ceive that motor transport service 
is economically sound and an es­ 
tablished business which they must 
use where the haul is short, where 
there is density of population and 
traffic and where terminal facili­ 
ties are costly. 
Road Regulations 
Mr. Fitzgerald then turned his 
attention to a 
discussion 
of the 
' regulation of commercial users of 
America’s highways. 
“The peo­ 
ple,” he said, “should see that the 
motor bus companies 
render the 
same service and be subject to the 
1 same regulations as that demand­ 
er! of the common carriers.”
